Tho Revels caplared abynt 250 priconera, moxily 100 
ayo men, Muny of those subscquently csoaped, but 
others were murdered. They fred on the pationta in 
tho bospitula, slut several of th soldiers, and cap- 
Ghred others. ‘The prisoners thes tool, who yore an- 
able to keep op with their cavalry, were killed. Tho 
rebcls suddenly left the city aboot six o'vlock, fol 
fowed by ao considerable force of our .troypo, and 
a fight occurred near Lane's, lasting tivo lionrs, in which 
he enomy were sovercly punished, and riven of It 
‘wos hore that Cols. Starr «nd Kondrlek were wounded. 
In coming through Lane's tho robels captured two gans 
‘and o portion of the Seventh Wieconefa Battery, and a 
umber of one huvidred doys men; but were obliged to 
ebardon the gun in their retredt.

As the down freight train would bo dooJa a short 
time, they rolled ou the track a hogshead of sugur and

Tho report of a serious fight at Greens 
borough, N. C., botwodn Jos. Davis's consoript- 
ing ofliceraiaud the, poople, wherein the formar 
wore worsted, not only sosms well suthenti- 
oated, but is intrinsically probable. 
Groon “ orough is the capital of Guilford 
County, aud was tho scone of one of the bost 
fought battles of the Revolutionary War. It is 
nearly equidistant from the eastern and western 
oxtremitics of the State, but considerably north 
ofthe center.’ Guilford County is largely peo- 
pled by Quakers, ig in population the third 
County in the State, having 20,056 inhabitants, 
whoreof bnt.3,625 are alayos, It was always a 
sterling Whig County, aonding to Cougross auch 
men as Augustine H. Sboppord, John Ai Gil- 
mer and John M. Morehead. It was (we be- 
lieve) the only County in the State that gave 
Adams @ mojority oyer Jackson in 1823; it gave 
Cloy 2,130 yotos to Polk 515 in '44; and has 
al\voys gone about four Whig to one at each con- 
tested olection. In 1860, it gave Bell 1,838, 
Breckinridge 304, Donglas 118. Of course, it 
never gaye any consent to Secession except 
through fraud; and it bas long enough boon 
tired of Rebel consoriptions, So have nearly 
every County west of it in the State, with most 
those farther east.
